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GovERNOR GORDON BROWNING was 
born and reared in Carroll County. He 
graduated from Valparaiso University 
and attended Cumberland Law School 
at Lebanon, where he received the law 
degree. He began the practice of law 
in Huntingdon in 1914. 

During the first World War, Governor 
Browning advanced from private to cap- 
tain and received numerous citations. 
After his return to Huntingdon, he was 
elected to Congress from the Eighth 
District and served for 12 years. He 
was elected Governor in 1936 by a 
large majority. Among the progressive 
legislation enacted during his first term as governor was the Gen- 
eral Education Bill of 1937, which embodied the essential features 
of the Eight Point Legislative Program of the Tennessee Education 





Association. 

Governor Browning entered military service again immediately 
after Pearl Harbor and served overseas. He returned to civilian 
life in 1947. In 1948 he was elected Governor by the largest 
majority ever given a gubernatorial candidate in the state, and in 
1950 he was renominated. Governor Browning has always been 
a friend of education and has sponsored legislation which has 
greatly improved the school system of the state. 


Dorotuy THompson, leading journal- 
ist, will speak before the Third General 
Session on Friday night. The daughter 
of a Methodist minister, she first entered 
social work after graduation from Syra- 
cuse University. While on a visit to 
Europe, she met and talked with the 
famous Irish patriot, Terence Mc- 
Sweeney, several hours before he was 
arrested and jailed to begin a hunger 
strike leading to his death. An Ameri- 
can newsman bought Miss Thompson's 
story of the interview and her career as 
a foreign correspondent began. 

She spent eight years in Vienna and 
Berlin for various papers. When she took over the Berlin office of 
the New York Evening Post, she was the first woman ever to hold 
such a position for the American press. She wrote a number of 
articles on Hitler before his access to power in 1933 and after pub- 
lication of her book, I Saw Hitler, in 1934, she was ordered out of 
Germany and permanently denied permission to return. 

Miss Thompson's other books include Refugees: Anarchy or Or- 
ganization, Dorothy Thompson's Political Guide, Let the Record 
Speak, and Portrait of a Christian. She is a trustee of New York’s 
Town Hall and appears on the program each year. Her most 
recent trip to Europe was in 1949, when she visited England, 
Greece, Italy, Turkey, Trieste, and Germany. 





EVALENE P. JACKSON is guest speaker for the Library Section. 
She is a native of Atlanta, attended Washington Seminary, and 
graduated from Barnard College, Columbia University. Her pro- 
fessional work was done at Emory University and the School of 
Library Service, Columbia University. Miss Jackson served as as- 
sistant in the Boys’ and Girls’ Department, as High School Assist- 
ant, and as Readers’ Advisor in the Carnegie Library of Atlanta. 
From there she went to Emory University as associate professor 
in the Division of Librarianship. 
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J. A. BarxspaLe, Commissioner of 
Education, is a native of McKenzie. He 
is a graduate of Bethel preparatory 
school and received his B.A. degree 
from Bethel College. He did graduate 
work at Peabody College, and received 
the M.A. degree from the University of 
Colorado. 

Mr. Barksdale’s teaching experience 
includes service at Charlotte and Ash- 
land City, principal of Grove High 
School at Paris, principal of Tennessee 
High School at Bristol, and superintend- 
ent of the Union City Schools. During 
his service in the schools of the state, 
he served as chairman of the Legislative Committee of the Ten- 
nessee Education Association in 1947. He is a member of the 
National Association, the American Association of 
School Administrators, and the Tennessee Education Association. 
Mr. Barksdale is a member of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, and is a Scottish Rite Mason. He will address the Second 
General Session on Friday morning.

MortIMEr J. ADLER, professor of the 
philosophy of law at the University of 
Chicago, will speak to the Second Gen- 
eral Session on Friday morning. One 
of the important men in the educational 
field, Dr. Adler was educated at Colum- 
bia University and was a member of 
the editorial staff of the New York Sun 
before entering the teaching profession. 
He was instructor in psychology at Co- 
lumbia from 1923 to 1929, and assistant 
director of the People’s Institute of New 
York during the same period. Soon 
after Dr. Robert Hutchins was installed 
as president of the University of Chi- 
cago, he invited Dr. Adler to come there. The result has been 
what Fortune magazine once called a “highly important intellec- 
tual cross fertilization.” 

Dr. Adler is author of How to Read a Book, Dialectic, Diagram- 
matics, What Man Has Made of Man, Art and Prudence, and St. 
Thomas and the Gentiles. Since 1943, he has been engaged in 
compiling an index of ideas contained in the 54-volume set of 443 
books known as the Great Books. Called the Syntopicon (a name 
coined by Dr. Adler from the Greek words for synthesis and 
topics), this 2,500 page concordance of the Great Ideas contained 
in the Great Books may well be the first Baedeker of 30 centuries 
of Western thought. 


Saran C. CaLpwELt, past president 
of the Department of Classroom Teach- 
ers of the National Education Associa- 
tion, will address the First General Ses- 
sion on Friday morning. Mrs. Caldwell 
received her B.S. degree from Georgia 
State College for Women and has done 
graduate work at Columbia University, 
Pennsylvania State College, the Univer- 
sity of Akron, and Miami University. 
She has taught in small town and large 
city schools, at both the elementary and 
secondary levels, for the past 24 years. 

Mrs. Caldwell is active in the Akron 
Classroom Teachers Association, she is 
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a member of the Board of Directors of the Akron Education 
Association, a member of the League of Women Voters, and the 
Akron Inter-Club Council of Business and Professional Women. 
In 1947-48, she was chairman of the Program Planning Committee 
of the NEA Department of Classroom Teachers, and the following 
year served as president of the Department. Mrs. Caldwell is a 
member of the World Organization of the Teaching Profession and ° 
a life member of the Ohio Education Association and the National 
Education Association. 

In the summer of 1949, Mrs. Caldwell was sent as a representa- 
tive of the Department of Classroom Teachers to the meeting of 
the WOTP in Berne, Switzerland. After this meeting, she served 
as an ambassador of good will in Germany, Greece, Malta, Rome 
and Egypt. 


HaALeNne Hatcuer of the United States Office of Education is 
speaker for the Social Science Section. Miss Hatcher is a native 
of Calloway County, Kentucky. She is a graduate of Murray 
State College and taught in the Murray and Paducah schools. Her 
graduate work was at George Peabody College. Miss Hatcher is 
a frequent contributor to the Journal of Geography and to Social 
Education. During World War II, she served in the Office of 


Strategic Service. 


ANDREW D. Hott, Administrative As- 
sistant to the President, University of 
Tennessee, will address the Association 
for Childhood Education.
